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THE BATTLE OF THE ORNE 


A* important battle 18 raging between the 


British and German armies on the high 
ground west of the Orne, southwest of Caen. 
The British under General Dempsey have 
forced their way across the Odon River (a 
left tributary of the Orne) and are fighting ‘for. 


the high ground between the two rivers, This 


is an outflanking maneuver of the British against 
Caen which is the pivot of the German line con- 
taining us in the Cotentin Peninsula. 

While the battle is being described In some 
dispatches as the “biggest tank battle in west- 
ern Europe, it is still hard to see in it the real 
beginning of the push into the interior of France. 
It is still being waged on a very narrow sector 
and the forces employed are still restricted.. 
Furthermore it would be hard to start the big 
push for, say. Paris, with the left flank of our 
grouping alone. And this is what we are doing 
so far. Our center is still north of St. Lo. It 
should be near Vire- or even Flers when the 
Big Show starts. Our left flank is still north of 
La Haye. It should be at Avranches. Thus it 
seems that the British attack against Caen 
might still be a defensive measure to prevent 
the Germans from rolling us up from the left 
by concentration of forces based on Caen. Gen- 
eral Dempsey, in short, is probably simply neu- 
tralizing Caen. He is not yet marching on Paris. 
Now, as to von Runstedt; he is faced with 
two problems. One of them is strategic, the 


. other—operational. 


The first problem is this: Should he commit 
his main forces to the battle of Caen, or should 
the keep them in hand for future action against 
possible new Allied landings in another place?
